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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of group I in Paper No. 4 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5, 7, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Whiteside. 

Whiteside discloses a wire line cutter that includes a first member 66, a second 
member 18, 20, and a control line shear mechanism 50 proximate an interface (see Fig 
5). The reference further teaches the first and second members having bores (se Fig. 
2), the shear mechanism attached to the first and second members (via 60, see Fig. 5), 
and the shear mechanism comprising a hydraulic cutter 50. With respect to method 
claim 28, the reference teaches: providing a tubular string 64, a safety sub 66, and a 
control line cutting mechanism 50; attaching a control line 14; and inserting the string 
and line into a well. 
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Allowabl Subj ct Matter 

4. Claims 3, 4, 6, 8-16, 29, and 30 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 21-27 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-30 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Petree teaches a wireline tool releasing device. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
